Hypertension is a silent killer; the report has 
found that one in every three adults worldwide 
—about 1.3 billion people—suffers from high 
blood pressure, putting them at risk of heart 


attack, disabling strokes and premature death. 


Approximately 4 out of every 5 people with 
hypertension are not adequately treated, but if 
countries can scale up coverage, 76 million 


deaths could be averted between 2023 and 2050.
